sentatives on the 9th pros., that lists of 
the electoral votes shall be .made by 
two or more tellers on the part of the 
House and one or more on the part of 
the Senate, that totals for each Presi- 
dential and Vice-Presidential candidate, 
(excepting the votes cast for the State 
of Georgia seven days after the time 
prescribed by the Federal laws) shall be 
handed to the President of the Senate, 
and that he, as the presiding officer of 
the joint convention, shall announce 
the results in the same way in which 
the results were announced under simi- 
lar circumstances in the years of 1819, 
1849 and 1869,

Joseph Hornstein and Mrs. Lools 
Wetzel, On Oct. 38,1878, In the city of 
Bt. Lonto, "Long John" and Miss Emma 
Weteel. then aged 17 years, eldest deugh- 
terof Joe Wetzel, in the employ of the 
Decatur Furniture Factory, were united 
in marriage. It was a union of winter 
and summer, and the wedding at the time 
caused much gossip hereabouts. Born- 
stein and his bride wentfrom St. Louis to 
Wellington, Kansas, where he engaged In 
the liquor business. The hnsbsnd »as 
of a jealous disposition, and the couple 
did not live happily together. While at 
Wellington, Hornstein wae arrested for 
mistreating his wife, and wae fined about

$85. After their trouble there, the couple 
removed to St. Louis, where they resided 
for about six weeks, at the expiration of 
which time the young wife came to her 
home In this city, where she has since 
continued to reside.
